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otate budget passes Legislature, goes to Brown for approval 


The budget now 
includes the Middle 
Class Scholarship Act.

Along with passing a state budget 
this weekend, California lawmakers 
approved legislation to slash student 


fees by up to 40 percent for some 
middle-income Cal State University 
students. 

The legislation — the Middle Class 
Scholarship Act — has been added to 
the $96.3-billion state budget, which 
continues to propose $250 million in 
additional state funding for each the 
CSU and University of California sys- 
tems. 

Additionally, a proposed four-year 
tuition freeze and Gov. Jerry Brown’s 
accountability plan — which would 
have tied state funding for the univer- 


sity systems to accountability mea- 
sures prescribed by Brown — were cut 
from the budget. 

Brown’s plan would have required 
the CSU and UC systems to meet cer- 
tain measures, such as improving four- 
year graduation rates and increasing 
the number of transfer students from 
community colleges, in order to re- 
ceive state funding in future years. The 
systems would have received funding 
only if they met the requirements. 

But CSU officials, including Cal 
State Long Beach President F. King 


Alexander, cried against the account- 
ability plan, saying it didn’t suit the 
mission of the CSU. 

“The issue‘is, how do we measure 
accountability?” CSU Spokesman 
Erik Fallis said. 


Rather than include Brown’s four- _ 


year plan, the state budget now re- 
quires the CSU and UC to track sta- 
tistics — including graduation rates 
and the number of students pursuing 
degrees in science, engineering, tech- 
nology and math — and report the 
information to the California Legisla- 


ture, according to Fallis 

Still, Fallis said Brown’s account- 
ability measures aren’t completely off 
the table, as the CSU will continue to 
discuss them with the Legislature in 
the future. 3 

“The accountability measures were 
more about the long-term plan that the 
governor had for investing in higher 
education,” Fallis said. 

The Legislature also added to the state 
budget the Middle Class Scholarship Act,

Four Cal State Long Beach master’s 
of business administration students 
will travel to University of California, 
Santa Barbara next week to present 
their proposal at the California Higher 
Education Sustainability Conference. 

Lucy Le, Ishwar Bharbhari, Chris- 
topher Brunson, Tyson  Siekiera 


and Briant Carcamo were chosen to 
present their proposal, “Sustainable 
Transportation Curriculum and Part- 
nerships: The CSULB Bouton Creek 


Bike Path Project,” at this year’s Cali- 
fornia Higher Education Sustainabil- 
ity Conference (CHESC). Out of the 
five students, only Brunson will not 
attend the conference. 

The conference, an annual gather- 
ing of California colleges, aims to 
highlight new research and case stud- 
ies while promoting cross-campus 
communication, according to its web- 
site. 

The proposal sets the framework 


for transforming a currently unused 
service road, which sits alongside the 
waterway that runs between the Col- 
lege of Business Administration and 
Parkside College, according to Elissa 
Thomas, CSULB’s sustainable trans- 
portation program coordinator. The 
students proposed converting the ser- 
vice road into a functional bike path 
that will connect CSULB to the city’s

Leslie Kennedy, director of In- 
structional Technology Support Ser- 
vices at Cal State Long Beach, said 
her favorite memory of Bob Rodgers 
is from when he injured his foot. 

“After a foot injury ... he should 
have stayed home nursing, [but] he 
insisted on playing Santa Claus at 
the children’s holiday party,” Kenne- 
dy said. “He took pride and pleasure 
to serve others in this way.” 

Rodgers, media production ‘spe- 
cialist for ITSS, died last week. He 
was 56 years old. 

Rodgers served at CSULB for 
more than 30 years and was dedicat- 
ed to the university during his years 
of employment, according to Kenne- 
dy. He was also an active volunteer 
in the community. 

Kennedy said that Rodgers was a 
very giving person for many orga- 
nizations. Solomon Martin, a close 
friend and co-worker of Rodgers, 
said the same. 

“Bob and I have been friends for 
over 40 years,” Martin said. “This 
would have been both of our 35th 
year working at this university.” 

Martin said he has enjoyed work- 
ing with Rodgers throughout the 
years. 

“He was very dedicated to this 
university as a whole and was pas- 
sionate about helping individuals,” 
Martin said. “He was a very good 
and reliable person. :

written by Assembly Speaker John 
Perez (D-Los Angeles). 

The legislation aims to cut student 
fees for CSU and UC students by 
up to 40 percent for families earn- 
ing less than $100,000 a year and 10 
percent for families earning less than 
$150,000 a year, according ‘to Eliza- 
beth Stitt, senior press aide at Perez’s 
office. 

“Skyrocketing fees have meant too 
many California students have had to 
drop out of college or take on massive 
student debt that will negatively impact 


them — and drain our state and local 
economies — for years,” Stitt said via 
email. “The Middle Class Scholarship 
helps change that.” 

According to Allison Gallagher, 
Associated Students Inc. secretary of 
systemwide affairs, the Middle Class 
Scholarship Act would impact roughly 
150,000 CSU students. 

ASI Vice President Jonathon Bolin 
said the ASI Senate passed a resolu- 
tion two weeks ago in support of Per- 
ez’s proposed legislation. He said the 
newly-formed ASI Lobby Corps then 
proceeded to contact each member 
of the State Assembly to voice ASI’s 
support. 

“It’s a huge win for the middle class 


and students, and it’s also a big testa- 
ment to summer ASI,” Bolin said. 

The Middle Class Scholarship, if 
signed by Brown, will be funded by 
revenue from Proposition 39, which was 
passed last year to close a tax loophole 
for out-of-state corporations, accord- 
ing to Stitt. She said the legislation will 
take effect in the 2014-15 school year 
and will receive increased state funding 
each year until it is fully implemented 
in 2017-18. 

The budget now heads to Brown’s 
desk for final approval, though the 
governor can still veto individual 
items of the budget. Brown has until 
the end of the month to sign the bud- 
get into law.

bike path and the YMCA on Bellflow- 
er Boulevard. 

Bouton Creek, which runs di- 
agonally through the City of Long 
Beach and beneath several buildings 
at CSULB, is part of the Los Angeles 
County Flood Channel. 

The proposal studied the economic 
feasibility of converting the service 
road into a bike path and researched 
possible funding sources, according to 
Thomas, who worked closely with the 
students on the proposal. She said it 
demonstrates “how to incorporate sus- 
tainability into campus curriculum, 
new construction and renovation and 
transportation.” 

The students worked on their pro- 
posal for nine months as part of their 
sustainability and the business orga- 
nization courses. Ingrid Martin, chair 
of the marketing department, said the 
proposal was part of a series of as- 
signments that required students to 


research funding for campus projects. 

“The objective underlying working 
on projects for the university is to find 
a way to support the university, espe- 
cially when funding sources for many 
projects are just not there during bud- 
get shortages,” Martin said. 

Thomas said the students were suc- 
cessful at searching for funding sourc- 
es and that they were happy to be se- 
lected to present at this year’s CHESC. 

“We were very excited to have 
been chosen to represent CSULB and 
present our work at the conference,” 
Thomas said. “The MBA student 
group .. . did an amazing job work- 
ing together to conduct a comprehen- 
sive economic feasibility study and to 
research potential funding sources for 
the project.” 

David Salazar, associate vice presi- 
dent of physical planning and facili- 
ties management, said the path will 
cost roughly $600,000 and is expected 
to be completed within the next two 
years. 

The CHESC will be held at UCSB 
from Sunday to Thursday.

Rodgers specialized in providing 
audio services for special events and 
worked at multiple events, including 
commencement, Special Olympics 
Southern California and CSULB’s an- 
nual Native American Pow Wow, ac- 
cording to Kennedy. 

Rodgers also provided technical 
consultation to students in the McNair 
Scholars Program and dedicated his 
time to staff council activities, such as 
facilitating the Cherishing the Children 
Toy Drive for disadvantaged children 
and playing Santa Claus at the Cherish- 
ing the Children Holiday Party, Ken- 
nedy said. 

According to the CSULB website, 
Rodgers earned a bachelor’s degree in 
geography and a master’s degree in ed- 
ucational psychology, as well as teach- 
ing credentials. 

Rodgers’ cause of death is un- 
known, and he has no survivors. 
There are no plans for a service at this 
time. 
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CSU, EPA partnership 
aims to attract students 
to environmental field.

In late March, the Cal State Univer- 


sity and U.S. Environmental Protec- 


tion Agency Southwest Pacific Region 
9 signed a five-year agreement that 
could attract more students to the en- 
vironmental field. 

Through the partnership, the CSU 
will have easier access to resources 


needed to train students pursuing 
environmental studies, while EPA 
will receive assistance from profes- 
sionals in the’ 23-campus system for 
future projects and support for its 
workforce. 

CSU Spokeswoman Elizabeth 
Chapin said the EPA will develop plans 
for major environmental research is- 
sues and open up related internships 
for CSU students. 

“The partnership is still in its early 
formative stage and is not fully imple- 
mented yet, but ultimately, this col- 


laboration will help students, staff and 
faculty get new opportunities for ser- 
vice learning, curriculum development 
and activities to encourage students to 
join environmentally related fields,” 
Chapin said. 

The memorandum of understand- 
ing (MOU) between the two groups 
outlines that the EPA will be able to 
provide input and assistance to CSU in 
developing a pertinent environmental 
curriculum. 

As part of the partnership, CSU 
students will also be able to earn 
credit at multiple campuses for their 
completion of EPA projects, lectures 
or curriculum, according to Chapin. 
Through this feature, the CSU will 
be able to meet minimum enrollment 
requirements by grouping students 
from multiple campuses into a single 
course. 

Chapin said the partnership could 
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give CSU students an early edge in 
their environmental careers. 

“If students are interning with the 
EPA and getting experience with 
them, it will help them for jobs in 
the environmental field,’ Chapin 
said. 

Chapin also said each campus will 
designate a research officer who will 
be the central contact for the EPA. 
The officers have not been estab- 
lished yet, but projects between the 
CSU and EPA have already begun 
this summer, such as one at CSU 
Channel Islands. 

As part of this. collaboration, CSU 
Channel Islands partnered with EPA 
‘on a Marine Debris Program to in- 
crease the EPA’s efforts against coastal 
and marine debris pollution by us- 
ing Geographic Information Systems 
technology, according to a CSU Chan- 
nel Islands news release.

Bashar al-Assad used chemical 
weapons, specifically sarin gas, on 
his own citizens, the White House 
announced its decision to send 
small arms and ammo to Syrian 
rebels. 

The White House’s decision 
to send military aid came as a 
result of a promise President 
Barack Obama made almost a 
year ago. 

“We cannot have a situation 
where chemical or biological weap- 
ons are falling into the hands of 
the wrong people,” Obama said in 
August. “We have been very clear 
to the Assad regime that a red line 
for us is [when] we start seeing a 
whole bunch of chemical weapons 
... being utilized.” 

Sure enough, Obama was true 
to his word and agreed to aid the 
rebels in their fight. 

After much debate, we at the 
Daily 49er found that we could 
not wholly agree with arming the 
Syrian rebels. 

Although U.S. intelligence of- 
ficials claim they have evidence

Syria’s civil war is unique and incomparable to previous conflicts 


Syria has been making big headlines as of late 
with news of its civil war worsening. 

Once thought of as an isolated, unique situa- 
tion, the Syrian government have been subject to 
the ire of many countries that want to intervene 
in the ongoing humanitarian crisis. 

After the White House announced its arming 
of the Syrian rebels, it is clear that the previously 
internal civil war in Syria will now transform 
into a globally sponsored conflict. 

With the United States backing the rebels 
militarily and Russia expressing support for Syr- 
ian President Bashar al-Assad, it appears that the 
Syrian conflict has turned into a proxy war. 

Many Americans are divided on whether to 
support the Syrian rebels. 

Because of the failures of the 2003 Iraq War, 
many Americans have taken an isolationist ap- 
proach to war. 

The basic belief among isolationists is that 
the U.S. should stay neutral in global conflicts, 
namely Syria. 

To those who say that the situations in Iraq and 
Syria are the same, think again. 

Each conflict situation, however similar they 
may appear, is fundamentally different from the 
other. 

The circumstances that led to start of the Syr- 
ian conflict involved competing internal powers 
that were looking to depose Assad.

The factors that led to the war in Iraq, however, 
were completely different. 

Reasons for the U.S. invasion of Iraq included 
the widespread concern that then-President 
Saddam Hussein possessed weapons of mass 
destruction. 

Unlike Syria, the U.S. has a long and compli- 
cated history with Iraq. 

Many can remember famous moments like 
when then-Special Envoy to the Middle East, 
Donald Rumsfeld, famously shook Hussein’s 
hand on December 20, 1983. 

Over the past three 
decades, the political 
turbulence between 
Iraq and the U.S. has 
led to two U.S. coalition 
forces occupying Iraq. 


The first U.S. occupation in 1991 was a result 


of Iraq illegally invading its tiny neighbor, 
Kuwait. 

The second and more infamous U.S. occupa- 
tion of Iraq took place in 2003 following claims 
that the Iraqi government owned weapons of 
mass destruction and harbored members of al- 
Qaeda. 

While Hussein committed many atrocities as 
president, it is important to realize that some of 


’ those committed atrocities were done with weap- 


ons sold by the U.S. 


The tragic irony is that by the time the U.S. 
invaded Iraq for.a second time in 2003, Hussein 
had already consolidated power and provided 
stability in the country. 

Removing Hussein from power only served to 
destabilize Iraq, résulting in competing Shia and 
Sunni factions. 

How is the situation in Syria different? 

Syria’s current administration came to be a 
result of Hafez al-Assad’s rise to power in the 
early 1970s. 

A controversial and divisive figure, Hafez 

al-Assad handed control of 
Syria to his son, Bashar, 


NICOLAS RODRIGUEZ  whenhe died in 2000. 


The transition in power 
also resulted in the hand- 
over of a legacy of human rights abuses. 

Originally seen as a reformer, Bashar 
al-Assad quickly demonstrated his desire to 
rule with an iron fist, which manifested itself 
during the brutal crackdown of the Arab Spring 
protests. 

The Syrian civil war started as a result of 
Bashar al-Assad’s brutal and malicious crack- 
downs. 

After two years of fighting between Bashar 
al-Assad and the rebels, more than 90,000 Syr- 
ians have died. 

While death tolls should not be used to draw 


Ft 
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direct comparisons between the situations in 
Iraq and Syria, the numbers show how devastat- 
ing the immediate humanitarian crisis in Syria 
really is. 

Whereas Iraq had already been stable for 
a decade, Syria’s breakdown came as a result 
of political instability, leading to this violent 
crisis. 

Without a prominent, legitimate ruler, insur-, 
rections will continue to affect the Syrian popula- 
tion. 

Doing nothing will only serve to draw out the 
length of the crisis. 

Decisive action must be taken in order to 
prevent a humanitarian disaster on the scale of 
Cambodia’s Khmer Rouge, which saw millions of 
deaths and the extended suffering of the Cambo- 
dian people. 

The people of Syria are fighting so that they 
can have a voice in their, government. 

The sooner proper aid and support can be " 
delivered to rebels, the better. Syria needs to be 
stabilized as quickly as possible. 

In order to help Syria emerge from the Arab 
Spring as a democratic country, the Syrian rebels 
must be armed to end this crisis before it becomes 
a humanitarian disaster.

McBride (Pineapple Express) are faced 
with the challenges of surviving in a 
post-doomsday world. 

Much of the film’s humor stems from 
the fact that each character plays a sa- 
tirical role of his public image. This 
leads to a great deal of opportunities for 
the actors to openly criticize each other 
as well as themselves. 

Aside from being self-depreciating, 
actors McBride’s and Franco’s ener- 
getic performances added to the film’s 
astute humor. During one scene, even 
Rogen couldn’t contain himself while 


watching the two banter back and forth: 
he had to turn away from the camera to 
hide his laughter. 

But like all comedies featuring Ro- 
gen, “This Is The End” wouldn’t be 
complete without an underlying heart- 
felt message of friendship. The char- 
acter arc between Baruchel and Rogen 
openly reflects the duo’s careers. 

Baruchel, who has been friends with 
Rogen since their early work together 
on Judd Apatow’s TV production “Un- 
declared,” feels uncomfortable with 
Rogen’s group of Hollywood friends. 

But the two were forced — through 
the terrors and anarchy of the apoca- 
lypse — to discover the meaning of 
self-sacrifice and friendship, closing 
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the film with a heartwarming finish. 

It’s this touching theme of camara- 
derie and downright outrageous humor 
that makes “This Is The End” the com- 
edy to see this summer.

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ames Ennis, the reigning Big 
West Player of the Year and cur- 
rently an NBA Draft prospect, 
still gets star-struck. 

The former Long Beach State guard/ 
forward, who graduated this spring af- 
ter putting together an impressive se- 
nior season for the 49ers, was working 
out for the Los Angeles Lakers when he 
saw someone familiar. 

“When I met Kobe [Bryant], I think 
my heart skipped a little bit’ Ennis 
said. “I didn’t know how to react, but 
it was cool.” 

Meeting the Lakers’ star is one of the 
many perks. Ennis has enjoyed while 
preparing for this year’s NBA Draft, 
which will be held on June 27. Ennis 
said he has worked out with 12 teams, 
including the Lakers, Los Angeles 
Clippers, New York Knicks, Oklahoma 
City Thunder, Brooklyn Nets, Chicago 
Bulls, Sacramento Kings and Houston 
Rockets. 

John Rothstein of CBS Sports tweet- 
ed last week that Ennis “will be in play 
for the Rockets” at the 34th pick, but 
Ennis said while he thinks all of his 
workouts went well, he hasn’t heard 
anything from any teams. 

“TI wish,” he said. “No feedback yet. 
I’m just continuing to keep working.” 

Ennis has been working on reaching 
the NBA for a very long time. He is on 
the doorstep of a dream that has been 
many years in the making. 

“When I first started playing basket- 
ball, I would say I was probably in fifth 
grade,” Ennis said. “Growing up I was 
a skateboarder, roller blader, biker. But 
once I moved to Florida, no one skate- 
boarded and just played basketball and 
football, so I gave up skateboarding for 
basketball.” 

The choice has proven to be a good 
one. Since money issues forced Ennis’s 
family to move from California to Tex- 
as to Florida aiid back to California, he 
has honed his basketball skills at mul- 
tiple levels of competition. 

Ennis said he first began to see his 
NBA dream as a possible reality dur- 
ing his sophomore year at Ventura Col- 
lege. There to witness it all was Ventura

men’s basketball coach 
Joey Ramirez. 

“James [Ennis] can fill. 
a stat sheet,” Ramirez said 
via email. “We just tried to get him to 
focus on the little things. I would al- 
ways challenge him defensively be- 
cause he has the ability with his size 
and length to guard many positions. He 
embraced that and improved.” 

Ramirez said that like every player 
he has coached, however, it wasn’t just 
about basketball with Ennis.

“I remember when I first met with 
him,” he said. “Our meeting didn’t 
have much to do with basketball. It 
was about life. He is a very soft-spoken 
young man. He knows what he wants in 
life. He has great talent, but when you 
get to know him, he’s more of a great 
person.” 

Ennis’s personality has remained the 


same since coming to 

LBSU. He doesn’t give off 

the egotistical, cocky im- 

age that so many talented 

athletes do. Every morning he tweets 

something along the lines of “good morn- 

ing, thank God for another day,” and 

every evening he says goodnight to the 
Twitter world with another thank-you. 

When he gets on the basketball 

court, he lets his playing do the talking. 

Ennis electrified the Walter Pyramid 

this year with highlight-reel dunks that 
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earned him a spot in the NCAA slam 
dunk contest. He was a model of con- 
sistency, scoring at least 10 points in 
every game of the 2012-13 season. 

Before then, he was an important 
role player on the senior-led 2011-12 
49ers team that earned a spot in the 
NCAA tournament. 

“Me coming in as a junior playing 
with a bunch of seniors, just me being 
able to do what the coach asked me to 
do, basically playing my role,” Ennis 
said, “doing whatever it took to help 
the team out. I didn’t have a problem 
with that.” 

Ennis’s role changed overnight, 
though, as Casper Ware and three other 
starters graduated and left Ennis as the 
lone returning starter. He took over as 
a constant force on a team defined by 
inconsistency and earned the Big West 
Player of the Year Award. 

“T had a lot of fun with all the se- 
niors,” he said, “and I knew that the 
following year coming up, I had to 
work extremely hard in the offseason 
because I had a bigger role, and I’m a 
senior, and it turned out well. I shocked 
myself actually, being Big West Player 
of the Year. I thought the guy from UC 
Davis would win it, [Corey] Hawkins.” 

Since finishing his senior season, 
Ennis has traveled across the country to 
attend workouts, invitationals and the 
NBA combine. When asked what his 
favorite thing about the experience has 
been, he joked “room service.” 

“Just getting a chance to play against 
other really good players and being able 
to compete at a high level,” Ennis said 
on a more serious note. “That’s been 
the most fun, just knowing that you can 
play with anybody.” 

Ennis is currently ranked 57th in 
ESPN’s top 100, projected by nbadraft. 
net to be drafted 35th overall by the 
Philadelphia 76ers and projected to go 
to 54th overall to the Washington Wiz- 
ards by draftexpress.com. 

“He has always had a very high skill 
level,” Ramirez said. “I am more proud 
of James [Ennis] the person. He is one 
of best people I have come across. This 
opportunity is well deserved.”
